Worshipful Master 


Brethren:

Some Glimpses Into The History of 
Brownstone Lodge 1910 - 1956 





In reflecting upon the events of the forty-six 
years of progress associated with Brownstone Lodge 
No. 666, Free And Accepted Masons, there are cer- 
tain happenings, which, on the basis of their ac- 
complishment, eclipse those which should not ordi- 
narily go unnoticed, and would not, excepting for 
the brevity of this historical sketch. In any event, 
pride has surrounded the success of Brownstone 
Lodge since twenty-one Brethren signed the origi- 
nal charter, granted October 1, 1910. 


The early history of Brownstone Lodge is fami- 
liar to every member as it was described in detail 
by Brother William C. Baker in the By Laws given 
to each newly made Mason. Much less is known 
generally about the gradual growth, following the 
constitution, through the years of World War I. 
Upon the return of veterans from that first great 
conflict, there was a marked upswing in the number 
who petitioned for initiation and membership. Extra 
meetings became the rule rather than the exception. 
In 1923, at one meeting, as many as thirteen peti- 
tions for initiation and membership were presented! 


Through the late twenties and the early thirties 
Brownstone Lodge grew more slowly. Then came 
the World War II period and with it a renewed in- 
terest. Since 1946 the continuous growth in mem- 
bership resulted in an average of three to five extra 
meetings a month. 


In 1926 fraternal relationships were established 
with Reading Lodge No. 549, whereby the Master, 
the Senior Warden, the Junior Warden, the Secre- 
tary, and the Treasurer were extended invitations 
to yearly Banquets of the respective lodges, and 
this reciprocity continued until this writing. 


Highlighting the mid-thirties was the corner- 
stone-laying ceremony for the new Palmyra High 
Schoo! building in 1936. Brownstone Lodge was 
host to the Grand Lodge officers who performed the 
cornerstone-laying ceremonies. Several members of 
the Lodge served as Grand Lodge officers for the 
event. 


During World War II the flag ceremony was per- 
formed during meetings as prescribed by special 
edict from the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. Soon 
after World War II, the ceremony was generally 
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discontinued; but Brownstone maintained it during 
the Korean Conflict and beyond. 


Annual anniversary banquets, not always strictly 
Masonic, for a number of years were held at the old 
Hershey Cafe, with attendance from one hundred 
to one hundred twenty-five persons. As member- 
ship increased, larger facilities became necessary. 
For a time the banquets were held at the Community 
Inn. Several banquets were also held at Hotel Her- 
shey; several others at the Masonic Temple at Third 
and State Streets in Harrisburg; several were held 
in Lebanon Masonic Hall; and for the several years 
preceding the building of the new Temple, the ban- 
quets were held at the Quigley-Baum Post No. 72, 
the American Legion, Palmyra, Pennsylvania. 


Present at all annual banquets and special events 
was the fine orchestra of Brownstone Lodge. Not 
only did the orchestra perform locally, but also rep- 
resented Brownstone Lodge in Middletown, Fliza- 
bethtown, Pine Grove and Tremont on their anni- 
versary occasions. Membership averaged fourteen 
or fifteen accomplished musicians. For many years 
the orchestra performed at the annual banquet 
held by Abraham C. Treichler Lodge No. 682 for 
the guests of the Masonic Homes at Elizabethtown. 


By authority of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, 
a Masonic Military and Naval Service Committee 
was formed by Brownstone Lodge in 1942, The 
purpose of this committee was to communicate with 
all members and sons and daughters of members, 
who were in the military service. One thoughtful 
practice followed by the committee was to send 
birthday cards to those in service. Newsletters 
were also prepared and distributed. 


Brownstone Lodge was impressed in 1948, when 
members of the Supreme Council of the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania conferred the entered ap- 
prentice degree, their first time in the Local Lodge, 
in initiating the son of the Past Grand Chaplain of 
the Grand Lodge. 


Plans for the erection of the new Temple were 
projected in 1946. It was evident that quarters in 
the Farmers Bank Building, Hummelstown, utilized 
since 1910, were too small for the membership. By 
1948 at a dinner meeting held in Hummelstown, a 


fund-raising committee of approximately thirty 
members was organized. Successive Masters kept 
the objectives alive. 


The membership was divided into groups, and 
through this means fund raising was promoted. 
There being sufficient response, a committee to 
select a site was appointed in 1952. Several loca- 
tions were considered. Foremost among them was 
the site at the corner of Governor Road and Elm 
Avenue in Hershey. The distance from the squares 
in Palmyra and Hummelstown to the plot varies 
but a tenth of a mile, and its central location and 
desirable surroundings led finally to its being 
chosen. 


A Past Master and registered architect designed 
the Temple, which was later constructed by a 
prominent contractor, a member of the Lodge from 


Hershey. 


When the tentative plans were formulated for the 
new building, Brownstone Lodge had approximately 
five hundred members, and the committee expected 
to spend a little more than $100,000.00. Prorat- 
ing each member’s share, the committee arrived at 
an approximate contribution of $200.00 per man. 
Fully realizing that some of the members of Brown- 
stone were unable to meet this amount while other 
members were in a position to contribute a great 
deal more, the committee renewed the vigor of its 
drive for funds. 


There were other considerations for the commit- 
tee of course. The fund-raising drives had to be con- 
tinued until the amount raised made a loan to com- 
plete the project feasible. Financial arrangements 
with the Hershey Trust Company were tentatively 
made. The yearly rental for the two-acre plot was 
established at $300.00 with an option to purchase 
the land within twenty-five years; the purchase 
price was set at $11,000.00, dating from October 
15, 1954, when the transaction was negotiated, ef- 
fective January 1, 1955. 


After an important committee meeting with 
Grand Lodge officers, at the Masonic Homes, in 
April 1955 the Brownstone Masonic Temple Asso- 
ciation was incorporated and approved by Grand 
Lodge as the agency authorized to enter into bind- 
ing contracts. By-Laws of the Temple Association 
were approved in January 1956. 


As a matter of information, letters from the 
Temple Association pointed out that the construc- 
tion of the Temple alone was to cost $100,200.00 
and the Board figured from estimates received that 
an additional $30,000.00 would be necessary for 
furnishing, grading, curbs, sidewalks, parking lots, 
ele: 


Approval to proceed was finally granted by the 
Grand Master, and approximately one hundred 
members of Brownstone Lodge braved a snowstorm 
on Saturday, March 17, 1956, to participate in the 
ground-breaking ceremonies for the new $130,-

000.00 Temple. An opening prayer was delivered, 
and after short, appropriate remarks by the District 
Deputy and Master of the Lodge, the President. of 
Brownstone Masonic Temple Association lauded the 
co-operation of the 515 members in making this 
project possible. The secretary of the Temple Asso- 
ciation then handed the chrome-plated, blue and 
gold-handled shovel to the Worshipful Master who 
presented it to the District Deputy Grand Master. 
He turned the first shovelful of earth. He was fol- 
lowed by Past Masters of Brownstone and all the 
officers and members of the Lodge who desired to 
participate. 


Impressive cornerstone-laying ceremonies were 
conducted in ancient form on Saturday, May 26, 
1956, with more than five hundred persons in at- 
tendance. Prominent Masons from throughout 
Pennsylvania participated in the ceremony, among 
them being the Right Worshipful Grand Master, 
Charles H. Nitsch, other officers of the Grand Lodge, 
Philadelphia; and Ashby B. Paul, District Deputy 
Grand Master. Senator William H. Earnest, P.M., 
Warrant Master of Brownstone Lodge when it was 
constituted in 1910, participated in the Temple’s 
cornerstone-laying ceremonies and recited a number 
of anecdotes associated with the early years of the 
Brownstone Lodge. The service was closed with 
prayer; and, at long last, the building was under- 
way. 


Meanwhile, the customary work of the Lodge 
went on. The final meetings held in the Farmers 
Bank Building, Hummelstown, in June, 1956 ended 
forty-six years of occupancy and growth. The stated 
meeting on June 12 was held on the third floor; but 
extra meetings on June 19 and 26 were moved to the 
second floor at the request of the contractor who 
desired to begin renovation. The officers and sev- 
eral members sorted, crated, and moved the accumu- 
lated furnishings. After the June 26 meeting, the 
Lodge equipment was similarly crated and placed in 
storage—a considerable task. 


Beginning with the stated meeting in September, 
1956, and until completion of the Temple, all meet- 
ings were held in the Masonic Hall, Union and 
Emaus Streets, Middletown, Pennsylvania. Prince 
Edwin Lodge was the body from which Brown- 
stone originated in 1910, and the fellowship and 
hospitality of these brethren were once again 
appreciated. 


As the Temple neared completion and the fund 
raising continued, it was found that many members 
had approached the Finance Committee on the mat- 
ter of giving to the Lodge gifts such as decorations, 
chairs, stations, etc. A list was drawn up to indi- 
cate what names of all donors of large or small 
gifts were to be entered into a suitable book which 
will be a permanent record in the Lodge Hall, and 
which will be open to public examination. In- 
dividual larger items, it was decided, would bear 
a plate specifying the donor and the one, if any, 
in whose memory the gift had been made.

Roads. 


The opening and closing prayers were offered by 
Clarence G. Leatherman of Hummelstown, chaplain 
of Brownstone Lodge 666, Free and Accepted 


Masons which is now located in Hummelstown. 


A fifteen minute talk was given by Ashby Paul 
of Harrsburg, District Deputy Grand Master. The 
Temple will be erected on the two acre lot leased 
from the Hershey Estates with the option of buying. 


Claude Greiner of Hummelstown is the architect 
and the Rose Construction Company of Hershey 
will erect it. Barring unforseen delays the building 
should be ready for occupancy by September of 
this year. 


The building is to be constructed of brick with a 
frontal facing of Hummelstown brownstone. This 
was quarried up to 1900 near Hummelstown and 
gave the Lodge its name. 


The building, approximately 80 by 100 feet will 
be a split-level type, simple but substantial. Ban- 
quet and recreational facilities will be located in the 


basement or lower level and the meeting room will 
be on the main level. 


The lodge is a 44-year-old organization with 
approximately 500 members in the Hershey, Camp- 
belltown, Palmyra and Hummelstown area. Since 
its foundation, it has occupied quarters in the Far- 
mers Bank Building in Hummelstown. 


To the cost of construction the building will be 
added an additional $30,000 for new furniture. The

The 
prosperous and expanding candy manufacturing 
business, which is now managed by his six sons, 
has demonstrated that the “165 million potential 
customers” is not an exaggerated estimate of the 
market. 

The bright idea, however, which inspired Mr. 
Reese to venture into the candy business, was 
sparked when as a young man, he operated one 
of the Hershey Chocolate Corporation farm 
dairies. “If Hershey can sell a trainload of 
chocolate every day,’ young Reese reasoned, “I 
can at least make a living making candy.” And 
with that thought burning in his mind and, no 
doubt, inspired by another farm boy, Milton S. 
Hershey, he quit his steady job in the dairy and 
set out to “make a living” by making candy. 
That he did better than just “make a living”’ is 
history. Today the Reese candy company sales 
are running into the millions of dollars. 

When Mr. Reese started his candy business in 
1923, ‘fon a shoestring,” he manufactured a gen- 
eral line of confectionery items. At that time his 
six hungry young sons, plus his seven equally 
hungry young daughters, made the going very 
rough, even for this ambitious young candy man- 
ufacturer. Meals weren’t too regular.

With the introduction of chocolate covered pea- 
nut butter cups in November, 1923, however, the 
tide turned for the Reese family of Hershey. 
Combining two favorites of the nation’s consum- 
ing public—chocolate and peanuts—the new num- 
ber, which the Reese firm was the first to pro- 
duce, was labelled for success. In its nearly 33 
years of production it turned the struggling candy 
plant into the modern monument to America’s 
good taste in confections that it is today. 


The peanut butter cup was initially sold as a 
penny item and listed among the general line of 
Reese products. Its popularity soon spread over 
the Hershey area and overflowed throughout the 
nation. During World War II, conditions prompt- 
ed the Reese company to discontinue its other 
lines and to concentrate its production on its 
star — the peanut butter cup. 


A 5c package of peanut butter cups, a war- 
time creation which followed the merchandising 
trend of the time, was a forerunner of the single 
large cup which today sells for five cents, re- 
placing entirely the penny item. 

Tagged all over the nation as “the original” 
chocolate covered peanut butter cup, the Reese 
product has maintained its identity and suprem- 
acy over its competitors, which have come and 
gone through the years. The product is distrib- 
uted through wholesale jobbers, vending machine 
operators, and syndicate stores. 


Along with its name, “the original chocolate 
covered peanut butter cup,” the Reese product is 
well known by its reminder, “Made in Chocolate 
Town—So They Must Be Good.” The company 
uses the chocolate color for the printing on its 
stationery as well as the typewriting for its letters.

The name of Brother George C. Kennedy, Past 
Master, is revered among Brownstone Masons. He 
was initiated September 8, 1914, and becaine Wor- 
shipful Master in 1926. He was credited with in- 
structing well over a hundred Brethren, lived to 
attend the ground-breaking and cornerstone-laying 
ceremonies for the new Temple. It was during his 
year as Master that reciprocal fraternal relation- 
ships were established with Reading Lodge No. 549. 
Yearly invitations to annual banquets are still ex- 
changed. Brother Kennedy died July 27, 1956.

One of the important events of the mid-thirties 
was the cornerstone-laying ceremony for the new 
Palmyra High School Building in 1936. Brother D. 
Leroy Spitler was Master of Brownstone Lodge at 
the time. Grand Lodge Officers performed the cere- 
monies. Brother Frank C. Witmer, Past Master. 
and Brother Howard J. Shellenhamer, Past Master, 
members of the Lodge, served as Grand Lodge 
Officers for this occasion. Rehearsals for the cere- 
monies were held at the Masonic Homes, Eliza- 
bethtown, following a festive dinner.

On Flag Day, June 14, 1938, the need for a new 
Flag was met when a new American Flag was un- 
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veiled and a presentation speech was delivered by 
Brother Herbert L. Schaffner, an attorney from 
Hummelstown. The Flag Committee was headed by 
Brother Shellenhamer, Past Master. The flag served 
until 1953 at which time it was replaced through 
funds raised largely through the efforts of Brother 
James Black, Past Master.

The question as to why Brownstone Lodge was 
originally located at Hummelstown may probably 
be answered by the fact that sixteen of the original 
residents there, and 
Edwin B. Cassidy resided just east of town. Four 


twenty-one members were 
of the members were residents of Hershey and none 
were from Palmyra. The rapid growth of the 
Lodge included in recent years a preponderance of 
members from the Hershey and Palmyra area, and 
it would appear that the present central location is 


now the desirable one.

Anniversary banquets held at the Hershey Cafe 
in the early years were not always celebrated as 
Lodge affairs. Some of them were dinners organ- 


ized by members and sojourners in the locality and 
were often banquets to which ladies were invited. 
These banquets therefore could not always be prop- 
erly classed as Lodge affairs. 


According to the best authority available, Past 
Masters’ Night was first celebrated under the term 
of Past Master Harry E. Schriver in 1927.

Brother Peter C. Rumpf, Past Master, became a 
member of the Brownstone Lodge Orchestra in 1928 
when it was under the direction of Brother Harry 
Schriver. Upon the death of Brother Schriver in 
the early thirties, the leadership of the orchestra 
was assumed by Brother Rumpf. Brownstone Lodge 
is one of the few Blue Lodges within a wide radius 
which maintains such a musical group.

Brother Shellenhamer, Past Master, was chair- 
man of a Serviceman’s Committee formed by the 
Lodge during World War II. Its purpose was to 
furnish a newsletter to service personnel related 
to Lodge members. Other members were Brother 


Harry Lentz, Brother Peter C. Rumpf, Past Master, 
Brother Robert W. Aumen, Past Master, who also 
later served as chairman.

Brothers Martin and Haldeman provided the

1956. 


Brother Donald J. Diffenbaugh, Past Master 
and first president of the group which later became 
the Board of Trustees of the Temple Association, 
deserves special mention for his work in reviving 
interest in the building of a new home for the 
Lodge. His removal to Maryland during his term 
as representative in the Grand Lodge and his resig- 
nation from the presidency of the Temple Associa- 
tion were accepted with regrets. Brother Robert
